¿TENOGBAPUiC GLIMPSE» OF CONGRESS. 
No. XC. 


Washington, March 15, 1834.—The Senate 
yesterday adjourned lo Monday, to make some 
“ notes of preparation” for a few distress­ 
ing speeches on distressing memorials. 
Mr 
Adams very properly entered his protest in 
the House against wasting time and money 
in making stump speeches on the presentation 
of these farces, that are daily flooding both 
Houses; and the Speaker has very wisely re­ 
stricted the organs of the memorialists to 
about half a dozen groans. 
Would it not be an excellent conceit to send 
out some Panama Ambassador to some of the 
Greek Islands, and procure a few M oirologet- 
tois, (hired female mourners) to follow the 
funeral <>f the deposites, sing their praises, and 
bewail their removal, and groan 
for their 
restoration ? 
1 shall ask nothing for the sug­ 
gestion ; though 1 think 1 am quite as much 
entitled to relief for it as Dr Beaumont is to 
his experiments on digestion ; both subjects 
properly come under the head of dyspepsia ; 
the orm personal, the other political ; the mal­ 
ady afflicting alike the body corporate, and the 
body politic. 
The House sat till a late hour debating an 
item in the Appropriation Bill, providing for 
the distribution of public documents for the 
members. 
Mr Adams entered into the debate 
with great earnestness, which characterises all 
his labors; and, with a perseverance that was 
not to be conquered by any opposition. 
He 
contended that it was unconstitutional to make 
such an appropriation by a joint resolution , 
that if made at all, it ought to be by bill. 
However, they carried it by hook or crook, in 
spite of eloquence or argum ent—law or con­ 
stitution. 
In the course of the debate, Mr Wise, and 
Mr Mann of New York, had a tournament, in 
which Virginian was admitted—by his foes, at 
least—to be unhorsed. 
He went for the docu­ 
ments, saying that the Representatives in his 
State were the oracles of the people, wiio 
looked to them, the oracles aforesaid, for all 
the lessons of wisdom. 
He told the Mouse 
how manv stump speeches and cross-road cuts 
he had m ade—which would astonish the na­ 
tives to hear, so I shall not enumerate them. 
Mr Mann said they had no oracles in New 
York, for the people being well educated, and 
intelligent, had no occasion for them ; and 
though they had some stumps, they had no 
stump orators. 
Mr Wise explained that he did not mean 
oracles in the Delphic sense. 
Mr Mann re­ 
joined, that he did not know whether he com­ 
prehended the classic allusion or not; but as­ 
sured the gentleman that they neither had 
oracles in the Delphic sense, or the stump 
sense. 
Mr Wise would not take a stump, to 
use a flash elastic, and rose for a surrejoinder ; 
but Mr McDuffie, being a little quicker on the 
heel, had the floor liefore him, and poppoJ 
a Latin quotation, that silenocU me fire of both 
belligerents, and they agreed to an armistice. 
The city is overrun with Distressing Com­ 
mittees ; but the President, 1 understand, is 
determined neither to be overrun, nor to be 
overawed, nor overruled, nor misrepresented 
again by them. 
He has informed, as 1 am 
told, a member of a Philadelphia Committee 
now in the city, who called to inquire when 
it would be convenient for him to receive the 
posse, that he would receive no more commit­ 
tees, as committees; but if they wished to 
wait on him as citizens, without being clothed 
in their “ distressing” authority he should be 
happy to receive them. 
1 do not quote his 
language, but my own. 
The President gave 
as a reason, that former committees had mis­ 
represented him ; and he did not wish, / pre­ 
sume, to distress any new delegation with this 
sort of trouble; though lying is made very 
easy, by habit, and the world is a good deal 
given to it, since the deposites are removed. 
That Syren Mrs Wood has been discount­ 
ing her enchanting notes in this city, for the 
past week, and very considerably relieved 
fha pressure of the mulligrubs. 
All the 
fashionables and 
all the dignitaries of the 
metropolis have patronized the fair ench an ­ 
tress. 
Ulysses, had he been here, would hard­ 
ly thought of turning a deaf ear to such 
sounds; and he certainly would have been 
counted an ass, if he bad not removed the 
deposites from his ears, which you will recol­ 
lect he placed there to secure himself against 
Calypso and her nymps.

M r Calhoun, as .usual, was m etaphysical, 
and proved to Ins own satisfaction, that an 
isolated paragraph, omitted in the reading of 
a paper—and which foul nothing to do with 
the tenor or object o f it,—destroys its iden­ 
tity. 
Mr Poindexter repeated his standing senti­ 
m ent, that the S enate oug h t to expect the 
same language returned upon them , that they 
hud used. 
Mr M angum , as if he owed a grudge to the 
whole audience, bored them with his opin­ 
ions. 
G en. M cK ean Acquitted himself of all res­ 
ponsibility ; but J u d g e W ilkins generously 
took the whole upon h im self; and no man 
dare impeach his motives. 
Mr C layton w as C a n ta n k e ro u s ; M r W eb ­ 
ster did not incline to say m uch for himself, 
except that ho feigned on indifference which 
was neither here nor there ; he said th e same 
charge had often been reported in the n e w s ­ 
papers, but be did not heed it. 
M r W rig h t expressed a wish that the S e n ­ 
ate m ight dispose of the Baid paper, as they 
now had it before them , and objected to the 
Vice President’s having permission to w ith­ 
draw it, agreeably to the suggestion of Judge 
W ilk in s, and in accordance to the wishes, or 
at least concurrence ol M r W ebster. 
Mr Leigh degraded h i m s e l f , according to 
his usual character and habit, by inquiring of 
M r K ing of A labam a, who was m eant by the 
“ M agician," giving as a reason for not k n o w ­ 
ing, that he had been but a «hort time there , 
and be did not know the allu sio n ; and did 
not know what was m eant by the K itchen 
Cabinet. 
Mr K ing very properly answ ered 
h im , th at lie m ight apply the term “ magician ’ 
to whom be pleased. 
M r Clay affected to be very high-minded ; 
and was uilling to fall in with Judge t t ilkins’ 
suggestion, to have the S en ate A djourn; and, 
m eantim e, let the Vice P resid en t m ake up his 
m ind w hether he would w ithdraw the paper. 
B u t he took this occasion to introduce the 
word Magician, and ring all the changes on 
it, that a Mississippi raftsm an could think ol. 
His language, as well as th at of Mr L eigh s, 
was m perfect keeping with their ch aracter— 
such as would have disgraced any other m em ­ 
bers ol the S en ate, but did honor to theui.-

“ An act to incorporate the subscribers of the 
Bank of the United S tates,” approved on the 
10th day o f April, in the year 1810, shall con­ 
tinue in full force and effect for the term of 
six years, from and after the period therein 
limited for its expiration, to w i t : the 3d day 
of M arch, 1836, and that all the rights, in ter­ 
ests, properties, powers and privileges, se­ 
cured by the same act, with all the rules, con­ 
ditions, restrictions and duties therein pre­ 
scribed and imposed, be and rem ain, after the 
said 3d day of M arch, I83G, during (he said 
six years, as if the said limitation in the said 
act, had not been made : Provided nevertheless, 
T h a t eo m u ch of the said act as declares that 
no other Bank shall he established by any 
future law of the U nited States, during the 
continuance of the corporation thereby cre­ 
ated, shall not be conlinued by this act, but 
that it shall be lawful for C ongress, w h e n ­ 
ever it shall see fit, to establish any other 
Bank to come into existence and operation at 
any time on or after the 4th day of M arch.
